To Furnish Sand To Residents 


Council voted to furnish sand to town residents for emer- 


gency use in handling incendiary bombs. Sufficient sand— 
possibly 30 tons—will be bought to give each householder two 
buckets full. 


Council voted three appropriations to the Gettysburg Fire 


company during the evening totaling about $1,230. The first 
was a |600 donation toward the cost of 1,000 feet of new hose; 
the second was ?130 for two dozen pairs of new boots for the 
firemen and the last was in the form of a confirmation of a 
$500 gift promised by the old council late last fall for the 
purchase of new hose. 


Balance hi Special Fond 


Action on the tax ordinance was 


taken upon the recommendation of 
Ray M. Hoffman, chairman of the 
finance committee. He said that his 
committee, after a careful study, 
found that continuation of the 12- 
mill rate fos-general purposes would 
be sufficient, while the special rate 
could be cut from five to three mills. 


Mr. Hoffman explained there is 


an $8,000 balance in the special 
fund, while about $4^00 will be re- 
quired annually to redeem bonds 
and pay interest until the bond issue 
is retired in 1955. Acting on that 
suggestion, council adopted unani- 
mously the new tax ordinance. 


Sand To Be Free 


Selection of the newr councilman 


was made upon the recommenda- 
tion of Councflmen George D. 
March and Wilbur J. Stallsmith, 
other members from the first ward. 
Mr. Troxell. who was Adams county 
treasurer from 1923 to 1927, will 
accept the office, council was told. 
His election was unanimous. 


LeRoy H. Winebrenner, chairman 


of the borough council of defense, 
told councilmen that other towns 
and cities nearby have furnished 
sand supplies to their residents as 
a protective measure against fire 
bombs. He estimated that the town 
could deliver the sand on the streets 
a $1.75 per ton. Householders will 
have to provide their own contain- 
ers. One delivery of sand will be 
made without cost to the towns- 
people, council directed. 


Two of the three fire company 


appropriations were asked by Coun- 
cilman Stallsmith. He said ad- 
ditional hose is needed badly and 
pointed out a new fire truck will 
be here within a few days and will 
have to be fitted with hose. Plans 
are .to buy 800 feet of 1^-inch 
hose and 200 feet of 2%-inch hose 
at a cost of between $900 and $1,000. 
The fire company will pay the bal- 
ance of the bill. Mr. Stallsmith said. 


Support 1941 Council 


Mr. Stallsmith also asked council 


to pay for 24 pairs of rubber boots 
at $5-40 per pair for the firemen. 
The boots already are ordered, sub- 
ject to council's approval, he stated. 
The money was voted unanimously. 


The third fire company grant was 


approved when Borough Treasurer 
John H. Basehore raised the ques- 
tion of whether he could pay a $500 
hose bill authorized by the 1941 
council without confirmation from 
thc present body. Solicitor E. V. 
Bulleit said this council should act 
in the matter and a unanimous, 
favorable vote followed. 


Paul Didier, Jr_ Harrisburg, pro- 


gram development engineer for the 
Public Work Reserve which is spon- 
sored by the National Planning Re- 
sources board, came before council 
to ask that the borough officials 
consider the development of public 
improvement enterprises for "after 
the war." Council named L. H. Wine- 
brenner. the borough engineer, as 
coordinator for that purpose and 
directed him to confer -with Mr. 
Didier. 


Chief Guise Directs Police 


Council was notified formally of 


the results of a recent organization 
meeting held by the borough Civil 
Service commission, stating that 
CouncDman Stallsmith had been 
named chairman and N. B. Schnur- 
man, secretary.

Gift Packages Are 


Sent To Soldiers 


Two large packages of cigarettes, 


chocolate bars and tobacco left 
Gettysburg Monday afternoon for 
Camp Livingston, Louisiana, for pre- 
sentation to the Gettysburg and 
Adams county soldiers serving in the 
famous 28th Division. 


The packages were consigned to 


the two officers commanding the 
units Into which Gettysburg's for- 
mer Company E has been divided 
under the new teiangidarized divi- 
sion order. 


Contents of the package include: 


42 cartons of cigarettes; eight boxes 
of chocolate bars; six packages of 
tobacco and a box of chocolate 
creams. 


The 17 additional pupils to be 


hauled to Biglerville under the new 
plan will not require the purchase 
of another>bus, it was stated. 


Ira Y. Baker, county superintend- 


ent of schools, attended the Ben- 
dersville meeting and said after- 
wards he was greatly pleased with 
the action taken by the board. "The 
pupils will have the advantages of 
an enriched educational program 
and will have recourse to the usual 
academic subjects, home economics, 
vocational agriculture, business edu- 
cation and industrial arts in the 
new Musselman school building- 
just at the time when they are ready 
to explore the vocational field in the 
search for their life's work. 


"It will improve the local school 


situation at Bendersville also by re- 
ducing the number of pupils to be 
handled in that town's two-room 
school building. Now three grades 
instead of four can be cared for in 
each- room." 


The decision of the Tyrone town- 


ship board, which is similar to that 
already taken by several other 
county school districts, was to trans- 
port its high school pupils to Big- 
lerville next year. The township will 
be repaid by the state for 80 per 
cent of the transportation costs and 
55 per cent of the high- school tui- 
tion-

Washington, March 3 (AP)—The Navy announced today 


that the destroyer Jacob Jones was sunk by an enemy sub- 
marine off Cape May, New Jersey, before dawn on February 
28 and that only 11 men of the destroyer's crew survived. 


The number of those lost, including >he commanding of- 


ficer, Lieutenant Commander H. D. Black of Oradell, New 
Jersey, was not given but was far mora than 100 since the 
normal war time complement of the old destroyer was around 
145 officers and men. 


Two Torpedoes Fired 


Two torpedoes hit the Jacob Jones. The first one blew up 


the bow and apparently killed all personnel on the bridge as 
well as men sleeping in the forward living quarters of the 
ship. The second torpedo blew up the stern and all the depth 
charges. 


The 11 survivors consisted of nine enlisted men from the 


engine room and two apprentice seamen. 


Of the 11, only one man was outside the midships section 


when the stern was blown up. That one was in the after 
engine room. 


In its communique' reporting the sinking, the Navy said 


that neither the enemy submarine nor the torpedo was 
sighted prior to the first hit. 
. 


Blast Depth Charges 


After the first hit blew up the destroyer's bow, the sub- 


marine circled ahead of her and fired the torpedo which caused 
the terrible explosion of the depth charges in the stern. 


The Jacob Jones was the ninth Naval ship lost so far in the 


war, including the Reuben James, which was torpedoed last 
fall prior to formal U. S. declaration of war. 


The others of the previous eight were three combatant 


ships, a mine layer and a target ship lost at Pearl Harbor; 
the tanker Natchez, torpedoed in unidentified waters; and

The Jacob Jones was launched November 11,1918, a 1,200-ton 
vessel armed with four-inch guns and capable of a speed of 
35 knots. She was equipped also with 12 torpedo tubes. 


Commander Was 38 Years Old 


The vessel was the second of that name to be lost in action 


with the enemy. The first was the Jacob Jones of World War 
days which went down with 64 men December 6, 1917 while 
en route from Brest to Queenstown, Ireland. Both ships were 
named for a hero of the War of 1812 and the war with the 
Barbary pirates. 


Lieutenant Commander Black took command of the Jacob

JAPS LANDING 
MORE TROOPS 


ON MINDANAO 


Washington, March 3 (AP)—Japa- 


nese Naval units are shelling several 
ports on three islands of the Philip- 
pines, the War department reported 
today, and are landing troops,from 
a convoy of four transports escorted 
by a cruiser at Samboanga on the 
southwest tip of Mindanao. 


There was virtually no ground or 


air activity over General MacA& 
four's positions in Bataan.peninsula, 
the department's communique skid, 
but the* Japanese apparently are at- 
tempting to extend their occupation 
of the southern islands of the 
Philippine group. 


The text of the_ communique, No. 


132 of the war, based on reports 
received here up to 9:30 a. m., EWT.: 


"1. Philippine theater: 


No Air Activity 


"There was practically no ground 


or air activity in Bataan. 


"The enemy is landing troops at 


'Samboanga, on the Island of Min- 
danao, from a convoy of four trans- 
ports, escorted by a cruiser. The city 
is in flames. 


"Japanese Naval units, including 


a cruiser and destroyers, are shell- 
ing several ports on different islands 
of the Philippines. The points being 
attacked include Cebu City and 
Argao on the Island of Cebu: Misos, 
Tolong, Dumaquette and Marcia 
Bong on the Island of Negros, and 
Bugo on the Island of Mindanao. 


"2. There is nothing to report 


from other areas." 


Mindanao is the largest island of 


the Philippine group, and the re- 
gion of Davao on Mindanao has been 
the only sizable area occupied by 
the Japanese in the entire archi- 
pelago except for the large northern 
Island of Luzon, on which Manila 
is located and where MacArthur's 
main forces are fighting.

NEW TAX BILL 


TO HIT EifiRY 


YANKEE HOME 


Washington, March 3 (AP)—A 


$9,610,000,000 war tax program "to 
be felt in every American home" 
was'laid before Congress and the 
nation today by Secretary Morgen- 
thau. 


"The new taxes will be severe, and 


their impact will be felt in every 
American home," the Treasury chief 
told the'ffcuse Ways and Means 
committee. "War is never cheap, 
but ... it a a miHion times cheap- 
er to win than to lose." 


The additional taxes" which he 


poroposed would, by themselves, be 
greater than ever'collected by the 
Federal government in a single year 
to 
1941. 


Plug Loopholes 


As a down payment on victory, 


Morgenthau. asked doubling of most 
people's individual income-tax, with 
rates so stiff that a single man with 
a $2,000 salary would pay $230 tax 
and if he made $1,000,000 would, be 
allowed to keep only about $100,000. 
Part of the tax probably,would be 
deducted from paychecks. 


He also recommended higher taxes 


on corporations, plugging of so-call- 
ed loopholes, new and higher excise 
taxes on 15 items such as soda pop 
and cigarettes, sciffer estate and 
gift taxes, plus $2,000,000,000 in ad- 
ditional social security taxes to be

Washington, March 3 (AP)—An 


immediate speedup in arms produc- 
tion to an output even greater than 
President 
Roosevelt's goal was 


ordered today by War Production 
Chief Donald M. Nelson.

of the war situation, Nelson called 
for around-the-clock production to 
boost output 25 per cent on all 
existing machines and launched a 
four-point promotion campaign for 
full labor-management cooperation.

1. Establishment of joint labor- 


management committees in each 
war plant to direct production "up 
to and beyond the President's goals";

3. Awards of merit to workmen 


"making special contributions to 
great production"; 


4. Speeches and other reports, by 


soldiers and sailors who use the 
weapons, to the workmen who build 
them.

tion and asked management to re- 
move any causes of just complaint 
by workmen.
